Mr.  Mayor,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
ending  31st  December,  1957. 

The  birth  rate  was  15.7  per  1,000  ox  the  civilian  population 
compared  with  15.4  in  1956. 

The  death  rate  was  9.9  per  1,000  of  the  civilian  population  and 
the  death  rate  of  infants  under  one  year  was  24.9  per  t,ooo  live 
births  compared  with  19.2  in  the  previous  year. 

It  can  again  be  described  as  a satisfactory  year  for  infectious 
diseases.  No  cases  of  diphtheria  occurred  for  the  ninth  consecutive 
year  and  fewer  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  which  were  generally  of  a very 
mild  type,  were  notified.  There  were  eight  cases  of  Poliomyelitis, 
one  of  which  was  of  the  non-paralytic  type. 

As  seems  to  be  the  pattern  following  a very  small  number  of 
cases  of  Measles  in  1956  a large  increase  took  place,  but  generally 
the  disease  was  of  a mild  nature  and  no  deaths  resulted.  There  was 
also  a comparatively  small  increase  in  the  number  of  Whooping 
Cough  cases. 

The  vaccination  of  children  against  Poliomyelitis  was  com- 
menced on  behalf  of  the  County  Council  during  the  year.  It  will 
be  shewn  in  due  course  that  in  1958  large  numbers  of  children  would 
have  been  vaccinated. 

I would  again  like  to  gratefully  acknowledge  the  assistance  of 
my  staff.

1 he  district  is  main  drained  to  a sewage  works  situated  within 
this  Borough  at  Motney  Hill.  1'he  sewage  disposal  plant  is  also  used 
jointly  by  the  Rochester  and  Chatham  authorities. 

Extension  of  the  main  sewers  has  continued  during  the  year 
but  this  generally  has  been  for  the  purpos<  of  estate  development. 

Certain  isolated  parts  of  the  district  remain  unsewered  and  for 
the  houses  in  these  areas  a cesspool  emptying  service  is  provided. 


Refuse  Disposal. 

1 he  collection  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade  refuse  is  ad- 
ministered by  the  Borough  Engineer.  There  is  a fleet  of  modern 
vehicles.  Disposal  takes  place,  by  controlled  tipping,  in  a chalk 
quarry  in  a residential  section  of  the  district.  Great  care  is  exercis(  d 
in  order  to  prexent  any  circumstance  arising  that  might  be  detri- 
mental to  public  health.  The  department’s  rodent  operative  has 
carried  out  routini  test-baiting  during  the  year,  no  major  infes- 
tation has  been  indicated.

Foreword. 

I am  able  to  ‘report  that  the  progress  regarding  food  hygiene 
continued  to  be  highly  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

Some  families  continue  to  live  in  premises  that  are  grossly  unfit 
for  human  occupation,  this  is  mainly  due  to  the  inability  to  re-house 
the  occupants  at  the  required  rate. 

It  is  a matter  of  comment  that  many  houses  in  Gillingham, 
particularly  in  the  north-west  area  ol  the  borough,  have  no  bath- 
rooms and  in  some  instances  the  sanitary  accommodation  is  situated 
at  the  end  of  gardens.  Little  advantage  has  been  taken  of  Improve- 
ment Grants  and  it  is  a matter  of  some  importance  that  whereas 
general  amenities  are  being  raised  by  scientific  advancement,  masses 
of  the  population  still  have  to  manage  without  a weekly  bath  as 
there  are  no  suitable  facilities  available.  This  is  particularly  notice- 
able where  there  are  large  families  and  it  is  often  found  that  even  the 
abbreviated  “washing  down”  at  the  kitchen  sink  is  denied  these 
people  owing  to  lack  of  privacy  in  the  houses  concerned. 

It  would  appear  that  some  specified  standard  might  be  desirable 
in  future  housing  legislation  respecting  these  essential  facilities,  in 
order  that  it  can  be  assessed  whether  a house  below  standard  in 
such  necessity,  is  in  all  respects  fit  for  human  habitation.
